People of Life 

The pilgrimage was incredible. We learned so much about the beginning 
of the Catholic Church in North America. There were missions in Quebec City 
and Montreal by the early 1600's. We visited the Shrine of the North American 
Martyrs at Auriesville, NY where three Jesuits were martyred - Rene Goupil 
(Sept. 29,1642), Jean de Lalande and St. Isaac Jogues (Oct. 18-19,1646). 

As a result of the pilgrimage, I have a stronger sense of the history and 
heritage of the Catholic Church on this continent. Yet, the lasting impression 
from the trip was that Christ is alive in his disciples. The witness of the North 
American saints made me see that Christ continues to work in a powerful way 
through weak believers. 

St. Andre Bessette of Montreal is a perfect example of this. He was an 
orphan by age twelve. Andre had poor health as a child and young man, so 
when he applied to a religious order they rejected him. He was too frail. Finally 
they accepted him, but they did not think he was capable of priestly work so he 
was assigned small tasks. He was the porter (doorkeeper), sacristan, laundry 
worker and messenger. 

As the porter, people requested prayers for healing. He told them to pray to 
St. Joseph and often rubbed oil from the lamp burning in the chapel. As people 
were being cured, more and more began to come. Eventually, Brother Andre was 
receiving 80,000 letters a year. At his funeral, one million people filed by his 
casket. All because a weak little man orphaned at the age of 12 was a 
powerhouse of faith. 

The Risen Christ was alive in St. Andre. He was so confident of God's 
power to heal. As people flocked to him, "I don't cure" he said again and again. 
"St. Joseph cures." It's true that St. Joseph is a great intercessor, but so is St. 
Andre. During his life on earth, he was filled with Christ's mercy and healing 
power. That is why people flocked to him. 

The highlight of the trip was to realize this is true for all who believe. The 
fruit of the pilgrimage is this: what we see in the saints who first witnessed in 

North America is also true for you and me. God is alive in us.if only we 

believe like St. Andre of Montreal, St. Kateri Tekakwitha, St. Isaac Jogues and the 
others who lived such vibrant lives of faith. 

As we celebrate Respect Life Month in October, this is the heart of the 
message. We are created in God's image and likeness. Christ lives in us through 
baptism. From conception, the child in the womb is sacred. The elderly person 
with a feeble body and mind is a special vessel of the crucified Lord. Even those 
who have sinned in the worst way are sacred. Jesus said that when we visit the 
imprisoned, we meet him. 

What we see in saints like the North American martyrs and saints is true 
for every human being. We carry God's life in us. We are people of Life. We are 
called to nurture and reverence this sacred LIFE.
